the Cabmei decided.

The aim of exempting com- 
puters from eustoms duties is to 
encourage foe expansion in the 
use of modem technology, par- 
ticularly at institutes and edu- 
cational institutions, foe Cabinet 
decision said. 

The amendments also included 
the reduction of customs duties on 


basic and necessary materials for 
spreading culture and knowledge 
and modem technology. 

Customs duty on writing and 
printing paper and ink was red- 
uced from 14 per cent to one per 
cent, while duty on aluminium 
paste was redu^ from five per 
cent to one percent, and duties on 
utensQ handles were reduced from 
30 per cent to 15 per cent while 
duties on felt used for making car 
fflters were reduced from 50 per 
cent to 25 per cent 

Customs duties on commodities 
considered as luxurious have been 
.raisecl. Such commodities include 
caviar, soap, diips. marble, gra- 
nite. chandliers. beams used for 
construction and electric switches. 

The Cabinet also decided to 
amend the customs tariff on a 
number of oonunodities wifo a 
view ID facilitating customs pro- 
cedures and unifying them. 

The Cabinet also decided to 
continue imports of apples but 
banned their reexportation.

KUWAIT (R) — Arab new^pers Saturday den- 
ounced what they termed U.S. piracy In the Med- 
iterranean skies, and one called President Reagan 
the “leader of terrorism.” 


The papers strongly criticised in 
editorials the interception by U.S. 
jets on Thursday of an E^tian 
airliner carrying the four hijack^^ 
of the Italian cruise ship AchUIe 
Lauro. The airliner was forced to 
land in Italy. 

"Reiman has crowned himself 
die leader of terrorism." Kuwait’s 
A1 Rai Ai Aam said, adding: 
“America has opened the doors of 
hell but it will be the first to go in.” 

Iraq's AI Hiawra new^per 
said the L/.S. “flagrant air pirac/’ 
would lead to “further escalation 
of violence and revenge acts in the 
region." 

Bahrain's weekly newsp^>er AI 
Adwaa said: “The U.S. has com- 
mitted an act of piracy in vk>tq{lon 
of international laws and dis- 
regard of its friendshq) with 
Egypt" 

“This is how Washington treats- 
its friends.” said AI Watan of 
Kuwait. 

Lebanon's pro-Syrian As 
Sharq newspaper said die U.S. act- 
ion had “driven America's Arab 
friends, and especially the regime 
in Egypt, into an eml>arrassing 
dilemma.” 

Saudi Arabian new^apers also 
condemned the U.$. action, which 

.Qatar's AI Arab daily said was 
proof of Washington's readiness 
eo sacriride all frioids for the sake 
of its strategic relatkms with Isr- - 
ael. 

“The continuation of (Arab) 
trust in America is nothing but a 
heavy loss for die Arab cause.** 
said AI Ittihad new^iaper of*Abu 
Dhabi in die United Arab Emi- 
rates. 

Th is was echoed by Sharjah's A 1 
Khaleej which asked;“Un^ whea 
will Arab leaders continue their 
visits to die White House req- 
uesting its mediation, weapons 
and lilessmg ... and untfl when will 
Arab money and investment rem- 
ain in U.S. banks?" 

The pajier said die U.S. actkm 
"under direct orders from Reagan 
and his gang" was “a golden opp- 
ortuni^ for Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak to liberate Egypt 
from the American and Israeli 
yoke and to return his country to 
be a leader of Arab struggles." 

Egypt remains suspended from 
the Arab League Irecause of its 
1 979 Uit.-sponsored peace treaty 
with Israel. 

In Amman the Arabic daily 
Sawi AI Shaab said Saturday 
U.S . seizure of the Egyptian plane 
carrying Palestinian ship hijackers 
could used in an attempt to des- 
troy Middle East peace efforts and 
the positive results so far adi- 
ieved. 

“This may lie the aim of some 
parties who are using the hijacking 
of the liner and the escalation <n 
reactions to it as a means Of ach- 
ieving their purpose." it said (See 
editorials cn pa^ 4)- 

Another Jordanian newspaper. 
AI Ra' L accused the United States 
of trying to diminish Egyptian lea-

Al Ra'i: Who needs enemies? 


BY n^TTBRCEPTING an E^prian aircraft and divercir^ it tt) a 
NATO hose in Sicily, the United States has thusdealta heavy blow to 
its relations with Egypt. The action is clearly provocative and illegal, 
and rdpresents an encroachment on Egyptian sovereignly. 

At the same time, this piracy indicates that U.S. and Lsraeli int- 
elligence and monitoring of all that goes on inside Egypt was behind 
the successful tracing of the plane in the air. Perhaps. Cairo wiU now 
he convinced that the lsraeli-U.S. inielligence is more serious than 
previously declared or anticipated, and that Ae soothing terms whidi 
Washington used to appease Egypt following the incident do not 
serve the purpose. 

This piracy could cause serious embarrassment for the Egyptian 
leadershq) on the domestic front and could raise questions and dou- 
bts about this leadership's efficiency and its policies, specially in its 
relations with the United States. 

Cairo had been under the irnpression that its relations with Was- 
hington were strong, only to discover that the U.S. does not respect 
such relations. Creating such an atmosphere in Egypt at this par- 
ticular time is an atten^t to weaken the Egyptian leadership and 
belittle its significance in the Arab World at a lime when Cairo was., 
trying to rebuild its bridges with the Arab countries. 

Even more, this piracy was perhaps in response to Cairo's attempts 
to move away from the Camp David accord and to focus its attenaon 
CHI the Palestine problem. 


Al Dustour: A blow to friendly relations 


IT IS rather difncult to predict the repercussions and reactions to 
Wasfiinsion's seizure of the Egyptian aircraft that was carrying the 
Palestinians who hijacked the Italian ship. 

. Despite Washington's attempts to present the incident as legri and 
legitimate, it was no doubt a dangerou.s infringement on civil aviation 
freedom and reminds us of the 1 983 incident when Soviet war planes 
intercepted a South Kordan airline that went astray, which prompted 
Washington to laundi a slanderous. can^aign against Moscow. 

There con be no justification for hindering or endangering civilian 
aircrafL This interception will weij^ heavUy on U.S.-Eg^lian rel- 
ations because it dealt a ses'ere blow to Egypt's dignity and sov- 
ereign w. and displayed total disre^>ect to Cairo's role in rescuing the 
live^of the ship's passengers.

There is no deatfi poialiy in 
Italy, a factor that could he a roa- 
dblock in any eventual extradition 
of the hijackers to the United Sla- 
tes. where 37 states have the death 
penalty. 

Mehmet Ali Agca. the Turkish 
gunman who shot and wounded' 
Pope John Paul II. is serving a life 
sentence, the maximum, in an Ita- 
lian prison. 

Hardline tactics adopted by the 
government in the late i 97Qs cru- 
shed the leftist and rightist gangs 
that for a decade terrorised the 
country vntb bombmgs. knee- 
cappings aid assassmatknis. 

The turning point came in 1978 
when the'^emment refused to 
meet the demands of the Red Bri- 
gades and exchange jailed leftist 
terrorists for IddoapfKd former 
preiiuer Aldo More. The Cbr- 
btiao Democrat politician was 
shot to death after days in cap- 
ihri^. 

And reotti. then preoiier.led the 
government in its hardline stance 
and drew some criticism, par- 
ticulariy from the soctaiist Party. 
Bettmo Craxi. then Socialist Party 
leader and now- premier, testified 
later to an investigating com- 
mbskm that he bad urged And- 


reotti to negotiate.

But while domestic terrorsm 
has been crppled. Italy continues 
to be troubled by terrorism imp- 
orted from the Middle East. 

Two Palestinians have been 
charged in two recent honfoing 
atta& that claimed one life and 
wounded more than 40 others. 

In the 1970s. Italian officials 
reportaJIy sought to strike deals 
whh Middle Eastern groups to 
keep Italy oiil of the cyde of ter- 
ror. But they didn't .succeed, 
and the Italian response was som- 
etimes considered too lax. 

In 1974. over vehement UjS. 
protests. -the government quietly 
let out of the country rive Aral« 
charged with trying to ^oot down 
an El Al Israeli jetliner. 


Last year, a Rome court sen- 
tenced an 18-year-old anti- 
Kho meinilran ran to 7yeais in pri- 
son for hija^ing an Iranian air- 
liner to ^me. He could have rec- 
eived up to 21 years for air iriracy. 

By coincidence, a Rome «Hirt 
•citing lade of evidence on Friday 
^quitted four Lel^anese cfaargt^ 
wifo (rioiting to commit -^'Hnxmle^s 
and massacres" in Italy. The pro- 
secution had asked a JO-^r sen- 
tence for each of foe defendants. 

In dealing wifo hijacked foreign 
planes.

WASHINGTON — With a deftly 
executed hijacking- operation of 
his own. President Reagan has 
countered foe U3. image as a hel- 
pless giant against terrorism and 
boosted his own political stock. 

The dramatic interception of an 
Egyptian airliner and the capture 
of the four hijackers of the Italian 
cruise ship Achille Lauro left U.S. 
officials elated following years of 
’ inabiiityto deal with hijackers and 
bondiers. 

President Reagan told reporters 
that foe intercept bad sent a mes- 
sage to terrorivts everywhere: 
“You can run but you can't hide." 

He also left c^en the possibility 
foot the American, fighter planes 
had [>ees prepared to shoot down 
the airiiner carrying the Pal- 
estinian hijackers saying, “tbafs 
for them to go to bed every night 
wondering." 

The operation, however, left 
questions about foe role of Egypt 
which had promised the hijackers 
safe custody after their surrender 
of foe crube ship and about pos- 


sil>le damage in Ui>.-Egyptian 
relations over the epbode. 

But concern over American- 
Egyptian ties was dismissed . by 
Reagan. 

He said, “we have had too fim 
a relationship (with Egypt) ....and 
there's too mu^ at stake reg- 
ard to peace in the Middle East for 
us to let a single incident colour 
that relationship." 

For several years Americans in 
the Middle East have been the 
special target of. Iddoappers. hij- 
ackers ahd 'boihbers.

Rioters and police turn British 
inner cities info battlefields

LONDON — “This can't be Eng- 
land" a police officer shouted at 
foe height of a riot as shots rang 
out and a colleague was hacked to 
death last weekend. But it was. 

The sight of mobs of masked 
youths burning and looting, of 
bhlmeted police croudiing bdiind 
riot shields, of entire oei- 
ghbourtioods engulfed in flames, 
has become a fanuUars^t in Bri- 
tain recently. 

The latest wave of rioting began 
last moath in a poor, auualy-black 
district of Birmingham, and has' 
swept through similar areas in 
Liverpool, and north and soufo 
London. 


The mpearance of guns in foe 
hands of rioters during last week's 
rampage in Tottenham. North 
London, and the murder of a pbl- 
• iceman — he was attacked by SO 
youths wielding machetes and 
knives — has added a new and 
menacing dimensba. 

London police commissioner 
Sir Kenneth Newman, who learnt 
his tactics as police chief in foe 
troubled British province of Nor- 
foem Ireland, said afterwards that 
he had authorised the use of tear 
gte and plastic bullets to quell the 
violence. 

Pi^itc bullets have been fired 
regularly in Northern Ireland, 
sometimes to lethal effect, but 
never on the mainland. And tear 
gas has been enq^loyed only once 
outside Northern Ireland, in Liv- 
erpool in 1981. 

In the event, they were not used 
in Tottenham. But Newman war- 
ned he would not hesitate to dep- 
loy them in future unrest' prev 
mpting some commentators to 
remark that foe days of the famous 
unarmed British 'l^bby* had gone 
for ever. 

The riots, apparently touched 


off by black resentment over pol- 
ice actions In foe areas, have pro- 
voked a bhter political row. The 
opposition Labour Pary and most 
.community leaders have blamed 
unemployment and social dep- 
rfvatioa for foe violence, an e:q7- 
lanatioa vehemently rejected by 
foe government of Prime Minister 
Maigaret That^er. 

Ruling Conservative Party cha- 
irman Norman *Tebbrt put foe tro- 
uble down to 'hunran wickedne»* 
and accused Labour of exa- 
oeibating foe situation by eoc- 
ouragmg lack d respect for foe 
police force and the law. 

But social workers and com- 
munis leaders q>eak of the bH- 
lemess and aUenation of young 
blacks oondetnned to apparently 
endless unemployiiiient m dec-', 
aymg inner-ciy slums. They f^r 
that plastic bullcB would only 
make things worse.. 

“Young blacks feel totally iso- 
lated. They are unemployed, they 
feel rejected by society." said 
David Webb, former police com- 
mander in Birmingham's H an- 
ti sworth district which was dev- 
.astaxed by riots last month. 

Hu words were echoed by 
Canon Charles Walker, chairman 
of a police-community liaison 
committee in Brixton. south Lon- 
don. 

"The failure of the ^emment 
to make a positive assault on bad 
housing and unemploymeat has 
created smouldering reseutmeoL" 
he said last month, after police 
arrested 220 people in a ni^t of 
burning, looting and tiro rapes. 

' The district last year bad 15.340 
dwellings declared unfit for 
human habitation and a third of 
households are said to be living on 
or below the official poverty Ime. 

Many local couacQ leaders, 
even in some traditionally con- 
servative and prosperous rural 
areas, cproplain bitterly about 


Thatcher's tight monetarist anti- 
fflflatioD policies which foey say 
have produced a disastrous effect 
on social services, housing and 
education. 

As the conservatives assembled 
for their annual conference this 
week. Thatcher was under mou- 
nting pressure to spend more to 
reduce uoemploynjeoL which last 
month bit a new record of 334 
mSllon. 13.8 per cent of the wor- 
kforce. 

A recent public opinion poll 
found that a majority of foe pub- 
lic. includmg 40 per cent of Con- 
servative voters. DOW believe that 
reducing unemployment Is more 
important than controlling inf- 
latbn. 

One commentator. Frances 
Williams, writing this week in foe 
pro-Conservative Daily Tel- 
egraph. said foe riots had furfoer 
uadermined Thateber's economic 
doctrine by drawing anention to 
foe plight of foe cities. 

"All around, cracked pav- 
ements. pothoied streets and cru- 
mbling public buildings reinforce 
the impression of continuing eco- 
nomic decline.'' she wrote. 

But tearing down crumbling 
buOdmgs does not always provide 
foe answer. The Broadwater Farm 
Estate, where foe worst of the Tot- 
tenham riot'ing took place, was 
built only 14 years ago. 

A warren of 1.100 apartments 
in squat, grey concrete blocks lin- 
ked by walkways, the. dev- 
elopment won design, awards 
when it was conq^leted but quickly 
degenerated into an urban "black 
spot" 

Plagued by structural defects 
and leaky roofs, its harrow unlit 
stairways provided an ideal eny- 
iroament for criminals, according 
10 local public works director 
Mike Jones. 

The result, he said, was a mass- 


exodus of disiHusiooed residents. 
Those who stayed, many of them 
jobless and 60 per cent of them 
black, did so because they bad do 
choice. 

When rioting shook 20 British 
cities in 1981. foe government 
reluctantly established an ind- 
ependent inquiry under Lord Sca- 
rman. asenior judge, to.probe.the 
causes of foe violence. 

In bis report. S carman painted a 
grim picture of inner-city life and 
recommended positive dis- 
crimination in favour of Britain's 
tiro million black and Asian cit- 
izens to prevent the “poison of 
racial disadvantage" spr- 

eading. 

“Bom. bred and often alienated 
in areas of severe dq>rivation. 
marked by environmental decay, 
foe young black people of Brixton 
make their lives on foe streets and 
in seedy, commercially- run 
dubs." S carman wrote. 

Community leaders said foe 
report spawned a plethora of 
committees to advance racial 
harmony, improve bousing and 
promote ethnic culture — but no 
government action.

"Britam's inner cities, wifo foeir 
poverty, bad housing and une- 
mploymeni are fast becoming fir- 
mly establbhed black Ei^Ush 
townfo^s, policed by insensitive, 
racist; hostile, heavy-handed 
white law officers," said Paul Ste- 
pfaensoo^chairmah of a Westlnd- 
ian association in Bristol, west 
England.

Thirty-five little-kbown opp- 
osition members of foe new Nat- 
ional Assembly have won con- 
cessions from Zia in foe past 
month by blocking a draft ind- 
emni^ bOl meant to pardon him 
for his 1 977 coup and to legitimise 
martial rule since then.

Courses 

Tbosummer programme is still 
in ^ ex p e rim ental ]foase. In add- 
' itkm to providiag tuition in de- 
rneniary colloquial 'Arabic and 
b^inning and intermediate da- 
ssKal Arabic, the summer staff 
was prepared to teach a wide 
r^e or courses in foe social 
eiioes: the Sociology of Religion. 
Development Under Occupation, 
Palestiniaii Society. Introductioo 
to Arab and Palestinian Folklore 
and ModemisatioD of the Arab 
World. A mmitniiin of d^t.StU- 
dents had'to be enrolled in any of 
these courses for it to be tin- 
ancially viable. As it turned out 
foe'majority of students ^ted for 
foe comses in Devekpment and in 
Palestnian Society. These two 
subjects were therefore ooiifonied 
and a very substantial programme . 
of study resulted. 

Sinbe last yeat's.summer school 
tiiowed that foreign students arr- 
ive 'with greatly vtoying exp- 
erience in Middle'Eastem studte 
and knowledge of Pdestinian soc- 
iety, this year it was decided to 
provide , them - witii general bac- 
kground during the first three 
weeks of the cqntsel Dr. Salim 
Taraail of -the -riniversity's Dq>- 
artment oi Sociology, briefed the 
students on tire evohitioo of Pal- 
estinian fodety under the inpact 
of Ottoman and British Qolonial 
rule. He also dealt with changes in 
foe nrban and rural sectors that 
came about as the resultof Israeli 
occi^tiott. and charted the man- 
ner m^kh the Palestinian eoo- 
non^, . infrastructure and tns- 
titutioas have been brought under 
Isradi control. Finally, Dr. Tam- 
ari dealt with the intemal dyn- 
amics of Palestinian society: tire 
growth of a Palestinian iht- 
dligeatsia. the social stratifica^n 


of Palestinian society and its int- 
ernal differentiation; the rel- 
ationship between refiigee camps, 
rural areas and urban coitres 
-the often conflicting political 
trends that have been generated 
by tiiese dianges. 

In tile second half of the course, 
probtems'of developmeot in spe- 
ciffcareas werecra^ered. Under 
foe coordinator of Assistant 
fessor Katherine Glavanis, guest 
speakeis!. active in their respective 
fields, informed the students of 
problems (and achievements) in 
agriculture, health, voluntary 
work, the press, women's con- 
cerns. and overall problems of 
devetopmeat under conditions of 
occipation. 

The three Arabic sections were 
tan^t by Omar Otiiman, with 
students feeling foey had made 
considerable projgress by the end 
of the term, l^giniiers. of course, 
at first felt frustrated by the dif- 
ficulty of the language, ff Bir Zeit 
is able to bold a summer session 
next year — and any long-range 
plannmg is mpossfole in view of 
foe fact tiiat smee its tncqition in 
1972 the university has been ord- 
ered to dose down for prolonged 
periods on 10 occasions, the last 
Ming March 8 to May 8, 1985 — it 
will also offer an adt^ced course 
in Arabic. At regi^tion time this 
year, several foreign students had 
to withdraw when they found that 
the level of Arabic offered was not 
sufficiently advanced for their 
needs. 

Extraconicixlars 

The students were housed eit- 
her witii local Palestinian families 
or in groups of three or four m 
furnished ^ts situated in the Bir 
Zeh-Ramallafa area. On occasion, 
jont parties with Palestinian stu- 
dents- we re organised and the eve- ' 
ning was enliveaed by (tobkeh les- 
sons and performances by small 
musical troupes. Getting to know 
Palestinians, however, was no 
problem since conversations were 
easily started up in the cafeteria 
and widi people in the nei- 
'^bouifaood. 

Toward the end of the term, 
several field trips were offered. A 
visit was made to the Dheisbdi 
refugee canp, the Women's Emb- 
roidery Cooperative in Surif and

■abilitation Unit in Ramallah. 
where young Palestinian women 
are taught typing, dressmaking 
and other enploy^Ie skills. Many 
of die students ^so went on a bus 
tour of new Israeli settlements in 
West Bank areas near Jerusalem. 
The general reaction was one of 
shock to see these tight urtian agg- 
lomerations rising as teeth from 
mountain tops to encirde age-old 
PalestiniaD communities. R^ing 
atout such settlements in the for- 
eign press had, after all, left them 
wffi the impression that “set- 
tlements"- were just bucolic 
farm-lfouses and not, as th^ are. a 
(ham of fortified vices stretching 
from mountain top to mountain 
top. 

Now that the term is over, most 
of the smdents are reluctant to 
leave since they feel diat they have 
just b^[un to understand the com- 
plexity of the local situation. Some 
have si^ed up for a Bir Zeit work 
caop ^ginning August 20. Oth- 
ers plan to travel indqsendentiy in 
foe West Bank, Gaza and Israel. 
AH have been marked, however, 
by the experience of living with 
foe Palestiniaas under conditions 
of military occupation, if only, as 
in some cases, for a period of six 


weeks. 

The students themselves were a 
mature and interesting group. 
.Seven orei^t of them are already 
working in fields sudi as jou- 
rnalism, development, economic 
plannmg and laliour organisation. 
At least three had come several 
year agp to spend prolonged per- 
iods working on kibbutzim — an 
experience that did not give them 
the qiportunity to learn very 
much atout Palestinians. It was 
only when the latter returned 
home, started reading more and 
talldng with mertibers of various 
local ^lestinian solidarity groups 
foat they became aware of wd 
therefore, synqiathetic to Pal- 
estinian grievances. This siunmer 
foey had come to (^^serve the 
West Bank situation personally 
and at the same time enlarge their 
knowledge of Palestinian history 
and socnety in an organist pro- 
gramme of study. 

The purpose of the Bir Zeit 
summer sdiool is not to pro- 
pagandise. No atten^K was made, 
for instance, to gloss over the dd:>- 
ilitating factionalisro prevalent in 
• Palestinian society. As one stu- 
dent commented. “You can learn 
an enormous amount about Pal- 


estinian politics not only by arg- 
uing with students, but also by just 
hearing them ai^e among the- 
mselves." 

Dr. Glavanis. for one, feels that 
the summer programme is of great 
value. “It is a means of providing 
information to foreign students 
about the F^Iestinian question and 
this is very irqxirtant since the 
namre of foe propaganda that 
penetrates the news m^ia abroad 
prevents a lot of people from even 
hearing the basic facts. Those who 
actualty come here, however, are 
often transformed. One doesn't 
have to attend Bir Zeit summer 
sdiool. If people are sioq^ly given 
foe opportunity to live among the 
Palestinians for a month and a 
half, to see roadbl(x:ks. to see 
somdxxly being arrested on the 
street or narassed. to hear aixmt 
foe daily life and problems of liv- 
ing here, all of this leaves a veiy 
lasting impression. It is one thing 
to talk about the Palestinian ‘pro- 
blem,* it is another thing to live iL"

WASHINGTON — New te& 
hnologies and medical techniques 
and a better understanding of phy- 
sics and geometiy may grratly 
alter man’s undeistanding of the 
cosmos and improve his life over 
the next 10 to 20 years, says the 

American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

The association, the largest 
general Scientific oiganisation in 
the United States, detailed 25 pos- 
sible near-tenn discoveries and 
some ntimaifons of their use- 
fulness to man, in the sixfo- 
anniversaiy issue of “Science 85" 
magaziae. publifoed by the aca- 
deiity. 

“If even half of the visions of foe 
oear-termfuture" described in the 
magazine come to pass, “Science 
85" editor Allen L. Hammond 
said,“dien the world we are going 
to live in at foe turn of the century 
will be remarkably different from 
ttie one we live in now.” 

At foe end of the 19th cenmiy, 
Hammond said, the basic unit of 
industry was a ton of coal. By the 
middle of the twentiefo century, it 
was the transistor. By foe end of 
the cenmiy. Hammond said, it 
may well be the molecule. 

The predictions were for- 
mulated by a group of leading sci- 
entists and engineers from various 
laboratories, 'corporations and 
universities in foe United States 
and other countries who con- 
tributed articles -to the issue. 

Many of the possfole dis- 
coveries relate to healfo. Scientists 
already have delved into foe wor- 
kings of human genes, foe sub- 
celfolar mechanisms that “con- 
struef' a whole new organism 
from a fertflised cell and later det- 
ermine the function of every cell in 
the body. 

W. French Anderson, chief of 
the molecular hematology lab at 
the National Heart. Lung and 
Blood Institute in Befoesda. Mar- 
yland, said scientists soon will 
have sufficient understanding of 
human genes to begin to change 
the way they function. When this 
haf^ieos, foe world wdll be on foe 
verge of a medical revolution as 
in^rtant as the discovery of ant- 
ibiotics. he said. 

By 1986. Anderson said. U.S. 
sdentists will have performed foe 
first human surgery at foe genetic 
level, iqilacing a d^ective gene 
with a h^diy one in order to cor- 
rect a genetic disease. 

If these first patients are helped. 
Anderson said, “a laigenumberof 
genetic diseases” could be cured 
by gene therapy in foe subsequent 
15 to 20 years. 

The danger of this dev- 
elopment. oonferenoe participants 
admitted, is that if such changes 
were ever passed down to off- 
qxring foey could alter foe genetic 
makeup of foe human species. 
Scientists are working to guard 
against foat, they eo^hasis^. 

ScxMi. H ammo nd said, rec- 
ombinant DNA (genetic en^ 
ineernig)technolo^ should begm 
to create a whole new range of 
highly effective dru£^. bas^ on 
.die body’s own proteins. Ronald 
W. Ellis, the author of foe article 
on this subjecL writes foat su<fo 
new medical technologies should 
produce vaccines in larger (jua- 
ntities than is now possible and to 
offer new methods ctf (h'agnosing 
i diseases ^en they are in early 
stages, thus improving chances cif 
a cure. Such technologies may 
soon begin to provide man kind 
with better weapons against can- 
cer and the common cold. Ellis 
says. 

New kinds of qrothetic mat- 
erials precisely deseed by com- 
puter to fit the patient will make 
bone joint replacement much 
more common and effective than 
it is now. Hammond said. Rep- 
lacement of other parts of the 
body will be “almost without 
limiL" he added. 

Using genetic engineering tec- 
hnology similar to thatplanned for 
thehuman cell on plants will make 
them more healthy, resistant to 
climate and productive. Ham- 
mond said. 

Man’s ability to manipulate the 
cosmos is reaching down to levels 
more minute than genes, or even 
molecules, according to another 
sdratist who spoke at foe press 
oonfermce. 

Robert W. Lucky, executive 


director of the Communications 
Sciences Research Division of A 
T& T Bell Laboratories, said his 
colleagues already are building 
small naihines at the atomic level . 
In other words, they are putting 
atoms together to form ultra-smaJI 
man-made devices. Presumably, 
applications mi^t come in com- 
puter microcircuitcy. 

In foe communications field, 
Ludey said, his colleagues are 
working to inqxrove fibre optical 
cables, coiqx)^ of fine fibre thr- 
eads that transmit along foeir 

length. Eventually, one might 

foeoreticalty be dble to stretch a 
cable made of these extremely 
tranqiarent fibres across the Atl- 
antic ocean and see through it 
from foe United States to Europe, 
Lucky said. 

Lucky described foe dev- 
elopment (tf miniature lasers that 
can turn on and off 4 bfliion times 
a second. If such a laser were pla- 
ced at the end of a transaKu«nt 
optical ^le. Lucky explained', 
foe result would be a digital sig- 
nalling device so efficient it could 
transmit the entire Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. including all the pic- 
tures. through a cable in one sec- 
ond. 

In ofoer words, all the letters' 
and pictures in foe eaqrclopaedia 
would be analysed, convert^ into' 
coded li^t pulses, then instantly , 
reconverted into letters and pic- 
tures at the other end. 

Such communications cables. 
Lucky predicted, bid fair to rqp- 
lace tcxla/s microwave relaw wifo 
less expensive and more efficient 
oommunications channels. 

When this happens. Lucky said.- 
foe world really will have foe 
video telqihones. high-resolution 
televiskMi receivers and other dev- 
ices Miidi have been predicted for 
many years but whidi have never 
materialised. 

“The tiling that’s surprising is to 
see bow dose we are to a level of 
actual practice that's going to be 
profoundly changing to our 
world." Hammond said. He also 
predicted vastly i^roved und- 
erstanding of chemistiy. based on 
foe use of super catalysts in che- 
mical reactions; replacement of 
much metal with ceramics; and 
new discoveries in geometiy and 
physics which will alter man's 
understanding of space. 

A new optical telesot^ in earth 
Dibit will see the heavens in ten 
times more detail than is possible 
from foe ground, according to 
another article in foe magazine. 

In his eassay in the anniversaiy 
issue, world-renowned Princeton 
University scientist Freeman 
Dyson pomted out foat biological 
oiganisms are really far more eff- 
icient machines than those made 
metal or silioon. 

Dyson said foat scxxner rather 
than later, perhqxs even by the 
year 2010. sdence may be able to 
develop biological “madiines" 
such as an “aiergy tree" foat 
could manufacture fuels rather 
than cellulose from pho- 
to^foesis; a “ mining worm" that 
would consume and purify ore 
through its biological processes, a 
“scavenger turtle" with teeth- 
strong enou^ to devour scrap 
automobiles; and a “space but- 
terfly." a genetically-engineered 
organism designed to survive in 
deep space. Lofted into orbit in a 
cocoon forra. foe butterfly could 
break free and sail through the 
universe, radioing back to earth 
information about whatever it 
saw. 

Perhaps the most startling pos- 
sible scientific discovery brought, 
up at foe press conference is a new 
foeoiy. DOW gaming some acc- 
qxtance. foat qxace has nine rather 
than three i^tial dimensions. 
According to foe “Science 85" 
artde, the theory is part of a phy- 
sics revolution that could succeed 
eventually in describing the basic 
“units" of matter and energy in 
foe universe from Miich eve- 
rything else is made, and perhaps 
even foe minute components of 
'qiace and time. 

More suqirising still, if some of 
foe “new jfoysics" is correcL all 
observable matter in foe universe 
would be duplicated by invisible 
matter. Thus, within the lifetime 
of persons now living, scientists 
may discover invisible planets, 
stars and galaxies made of “sha- 
dow matter'* — USIA .

Gandhi lashes private industry 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi said 
Friday the efforts of Indian private 
industry in technology dev- 
elc^ment were "pathetic^ and 
some research by local scientists 
was “rubbishy.” 

In his harshest criticbm yet of 
the backward state of the Indian 
economy. Mr. Gandhi strongly 
defended policies he has int- 
roduced to stq} inqwrts of tec^ 
hnology. mainly from Western 
nations. 

“The record of private ind- 
ustries in India in developing its 
technology is pathetic." Mr. 
Gandhi told a press conference. 

Mr. Gandhi, who came to 
piwer nearly one year ago pro- 
mtsing to talw India into the 21 st 
century, said private industry in 


the past had. not even developed 
imported technology. 

He said India would not he 
held to rai^m by industrialists 
who passed on outdated and me- 
fficieni production methods in 
higher prices to consumer. 

Mr. Gandhi also lashed out at 
poor scienUfic research which 
developed products which were 
already easOy available aliroad 
and cheaper. 

“What we are going to stem is 
rubbishy scientific research whtrit 
develops products that are easily 
available m the Common Market 
abroad.” Mr. Gandhi said. 

"We are going to develop res- 
earch which will put India up with 
advanced nations and indeed put 
us ahead in some areas.” 

He said that India “missed the 


bus” twice — once during the ind- 
ustrial revolution and once after 
World War II. He warned that 
India must not again mbs the bus 
of modernisation that will take it 
btro the 21st century. 

He criticised the Indian-built 
Ambassador Sedan, in 1 9R5 still a 
copy of the British 1952 Morris 
Oxford, as an example of sta- 
gnating technology. Mr. Gandhf s 
official car is a white bullet-proof 
Amliassador. 

“I am not just talking about- 
Ambassador cars.” he said. “I anv 
-talking acrots the hoard.” 

In nine montHis in office. Mr. 
Gandhi has liberalised industrial 
regulations, cut red tape and lic- 
ensing and inport restrictions in 
an effort to make indu.stry more 
efficient. But businessmien say 
bottlenecks remain.

hanical equipment purchased 
from the industrialised countries. 

This category represented 24 
per cent oflhe irr^rt total and 
wa.s valued at 28 billion riyals 
($7.6 hilikm). It was followed by 
mineral ore imports, valued at 
14.2 billion riyals ($3.8 billion), 
according to the rq)on. 

Japan was the leading market 
for Saudi shopping, followed by 
the United States. West Germany. 
France. Italy and England, acc- 
ording to the r^rt distributed liy 
die official Saudi Press Agency. 

The six countries sold a com- 
bmed total value of 78.9 billion 
riyals (S2J.6 billion) to the kin- 
gdom. the rqion said. 

Japan's tiiare was 23.6 billion 
riyals ($6.4 billion), followed by 
die United States with 20.7 billion 
riyals ($5.6 hfllion), it said.

' The advance has* been steadily 
guhiag pace since shares began 
recovering from a summer set- 
back. 

News on Friday that Briti^ inf- 
lation fell to 5.9 per cent last 
month, its lowest since Feliniary\s 
6.2 per cent, was a major impetus 
behind the latest rally, which tra- 
ders said occurred in thin and sel- 
ective trading at the start of a new 
account period. 

Lower inflatioa. coupled with 
sterling's strength on foreign exc- 
hanges. could allow cuts in interest 
rates, analysts said. Another rea- 
son for (^timism was the forecast 
made tii6 week by Chancellor of 
the Exchequer N^el Lawson thm 
inflaiion would fall below four per 


cent by the middle of next year. 

But analysis believe the current 
stock market rally is thinly based 
i^ecause the outlook for i986 is 
uncertain, as investois become 
more conscious of the approach of 
the next general election, which 
must held by J 988 but can l>e 
called at any time up to then. 

The drop in inflation was due 
mainly to a recent cut in mortgage 
rates, although the prices of gas- 
oline and some fruits and veg- 
etables also fell. 

The new retail price index was 
welcomed by er^loyment sec- 
retaiy Lord Young, who said it 
was “Just what we need to see the 
growth in jobs continue.” “Good 
news thou^ this nronth's figures 
are. there is stDI room for imp- 
rovement.” he added. 

The government has predicted 
an inflation rate below four per 
emt next year. 

The latest figures showed that 
the annual inflation rate dec- 
reased for the dtird consecutive 
month after reaching a peack of 
seven per cent in May :uid June 
tills year. 


U.S. Business Council 
predicts slow growth 


HOT SPRINGS, .Virginia (AP). 
— A panel of top ooiporate exe- 
cutives projected Friaay that the 
US. economy would “muddle 
thiou^” the next 15 months whh 
gradually rising prices and intej^ 
rates, and a marked slowdown In 
consumer spendmg- 

It its semi-armuaJ analysis, the 
Business Council predicted an 
anemic 2.1 per cent economic 
growtii for 1 985. and 2.5 per cent 
for 1986. US. President Ronald 
Reagan's economic advisers ear- 
lier made projections of 3.0 per 
cent and 4.0 percent, repsectively. 

“We dem't expea a recesskm.- 
hut certainly not strong growth.” 
said Mr. James Robinson, council 
vice president and diiunnan of 
the American Expres Company. 

The 65-member council, com- 
prised of executives the natkm's 
largest oorporarioas, said the eno- 
rinous Ui>. trade deficits and rec- 
ord consumer deln were principal 
' reasons for the lack) uster forecast 


The forecast predicted con- 
sumer spending would rise 4. J per 
cent overall this year, then drop to 
a 2.J per cent in 1986 as “hou-> 
seholds 'retrench ' icf strengthen > 
their finaHbial positions.'^' 

- The Council also said that an 
“overwhelming majority” of its 
coosultanis “believe that higher 
taxes will eventually be necessary 
to reduce federal budget def- 
icits sufficiently.” 

The report said interest rates, 
which have dropped two to three 
percentage points over the past 
year, were lately to inch up a^in. 

And it forecast a “modest acc- 
eleration” of inflation, rising from 
just under four per cent for 1 985 
to just under five per cent for 
1986. 

The Council's economic adv- 
hers said the increases in both int- 
erest rates and inflation reflect 
undented declines in the value of 
the U5». dollar against other 
major foreign currencies. 


Athens devalues drachma, 
adopts austerity measures 


ATHENS (R) — Greece’s Socialist government has 
devalued the drachma and adopted a series of belt- 
tightening economic measures in an effort to boost 
exports and cut a foreign debt now exceeding S 13 
billion. 


Experts on the Greek economy 
said Saturday the aaioiis. ann- 
ounced Friday night and quickly 
attacked liy the opposition, were 
taken in view of the fact that many 
loans secured between 1981 and 
J9R4 foil due next year. 

“Greece reached a critical tur- 
ning point and had to decide n^idi 
way it wanted its economy to go.” 
one foreign specialist said. 

Some said a bid for resdieduling 
was still possible late next year 
because measures to modify the 
system of indexing wages to inf- 
lation may not be enou^ to head 
off debt prolilems. 

Conservative opposition leader 
Mr. Constantine Miisotakis. said 
the new measures called for sac- 
rifices from Greeks without giving 


ihciri any hope. 

Comnumisis accused the gov- 
ernment of severely damaging 
workers' living standards. 

Apartfromthe 1 5 per cent dev- 
aluation. tile austerity package 
includes retail price controls, pub- 
lic spending cuts and siriaer pen- 
alties for lax evasion. 

Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou. who vvon reelection in 
June after four years in power, 
said Friday night the measures 
were necessary to make Greek 
exports more competitive and 
avoid having to turn abroad for 
help. 

Referring lo the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). Mr. Pap- 
andreou said: “We are ide- 
ologically opposed 10 measures 


imposed from imemational bod- 
ies abroad in such circumsiances.” 

Announcing (he austerity pac- 
‘kage, Mr. Papandreou said Gre- 
ece could not continue lK>rrowing 
from abroad without risking its 
economic independence. 

Economists predict debt rep- 
ayments will rise from $900 mil- 
lion this year to a little over 
a billion in 1986. jumping sharply 
to SJ.7 billion in 1987 and pro- 
bably remaining at that level for 
the rest of the Jeciidc. 

If this year's current account 
deficit can be held :ii S2.5 billion, 
up from S2.2 billion in J 984. then 
the public sector will need to bor- 
row another S5U0 million abroad 
this year, bringing total 1 985 loons 
to a record $2.4 htllion. 

Mr. Papandreou. who sup- 
ported high public spending and 
generous wage rises during his 
first years in office, said short- 
term borrowing was made ncc- 
ess;iry by the uorld recession and 
reduced investment in Gieece. 


China delivers ultimatum to Japan 


PEKING (R) — Chinese leader 
Mr. Deng .Xiaoping told Japan 
Friday his country could not acc- 
ept another force trade deficit next 
year or it wouB face the prospect 
of debts on a Latin Americnn 
scale, an official Japanese spo- 
kesman said. 

He said Mr. Deng told visiting 
Japanese Foreign Minister Shi- 
ntaro Abe duringa one-hour mee- 
ting: “If the trade imbalance is 
seen only one or two years it is all 
right. But if this trade imbalance 
lasts into the third cons'ecutive 
year China would feel the que- 
stion of debts, just like the case of 
Latin American countries." 

China's trade deficit with Japan 
has groikn dramatically over the 
past two years, rising from $1.25 
billion in 1984 to $2.84 billion in 
the first six months of this year. 

The spokesman said he und- 
erstood Mr. Deng to mean that he 
wanted Japan and China to bal- 
ance their trade in 1986. 

State Councillor Gu Mu. who 
met Mr. Abe later, told him that to 
correct the trade imbalance. 
China would strictly control imp- 
orts of Japanese household ele- 
ctrical appliances and motor veh- 
icles. 

Mr. Gu. a top planner working 
to attract investmenl2asked Japan 
.hot to cut purcha.<es''Df China's 
main exports, oil and%hl. 

Mr. Abe told him h would he 
hard to sustain the imports in the 
current competitive world market. 
“But the Japanese side will make 
efforts at least to maintain the sta- 
tus quo.” the spokesman said. 

Mr. Abe said Japan wanted an 
investment proieaion agreement 
which would encourage further 
Japanese joint ventures. 

During his meeting with Mr. 
Deng. Mr. Abe suggested iheJap- 
anese surplus problem was the 
responsiliilhy of both nations. He 
was quoted suytng: “Both cou- 
ntries have to make effons to eol- 
an;e the equililirium of trade.”

MOSCOW (AP) — The reaction by U.S, President 
Ronald Reagan’s administration to the new SoWet 
arms-Gontrol proposal indicates it may be preparii^ 
Western public (^pinion for failure at next month’s 
Geneva summit, a Soviet spokesman has said. 


"We see it as an aitenqjt hy the 
American administration to gam 
some Ground in the prop:tganda 
war." ^adimir A. Morozov, dep- 
uty Forei^p Minisuy ^kesman. 
said in an interview with ihe Ass- 
ociated Press. 

In a related area. Mr. Morozov 
and influential Moscow com- 
mentator Valentin Falin said any 
U.S.-Soviet agreement on the 
"Star Wars" programme would 
necessarily have to allow basic 
research, but they reaffirmed Sov- 
iet opposirion to U.S. proposals 
for mlly developing su^ ^ce- 
based missile defences. 

In a U-S. teievbion interview 
last Sunday, the White HcuiseNat- 
bnal Security Adviser Robert 
Mtfarlane criticised the Soviet 
anns-reduction proposal, saying it 
would actually strengthen the Sw- 
ie&* ahdity to launch a "'first str- 
ike" dial would devastate the U.S. 
land-l>ased missile force. 

He was referring to the three- 
way balance that a new U.S.- 
Soviet arms treaty would set 
among the land-based missiles, 
submarine-launched mbsiles and 
bomlier-carried warheads of the 
two superpowers' nudear ars- 
enals.

Washington urged to protect 
environment of Third World 


WASHINOrON ( R) — The Uni- 
ted States must act now to protect 
the environment and farming 
conditions of poor countries or 
face the pros pea of spending hil- 
Ifons of dollars in emergency aid 
later, according to a study released 
Saturday. 

In a report to congress, an exp- 
ert research group urged several 
Initiative steps costing less than 
$ 1 00 nifllion in all to cu rii sofl ero- 
sion and environmental altiLses in 
diDu^t-stricken Africa and other 
Ihiid World oatioos. 

"The tragic accident in Bhopal. 
India, and the famine tfiat con- 
taiues to afflia many of the cou- 
ntries in Africa imdersoore the 
fact that the United States must he 
ooncemed alxiut resource issues 
n the Third World.” the report 
said. 

llie panel, convened hy the env- 
ironmental and mergy smdy ins- 
titute. an independent research 
group working closely with a con- 


gressional caucus', urned support 
of li^islution to KpeniT$75 million 
on small projects helping reverse 
soil erosion, water depletion and 
deforestation in sub-Saharan Afr- 
ica. 


De>pite the U.S. ^emment's 
near uOO billion dendt. the rep- 
ort said the country would save 
money in the long run by aiding 
environmental projects ix)w. 

"Notwithstanding current bud- 
getary pressures, this modest inv- 
estment can aihstantialJy reduce 
the need for continued massive 
food aid expenditures in the fut- 
ure.” the report said. 

While panel memliers cited 
humanitarian reasoas for pro- 
teamg the environment of Ihird 
Worid countries. di^ said it was 
n the naibnal interesi as well. 

The r^rorr put part of the blame 
for environmenLil blight on the 
multi-liillion dollar debt burden 
saddling developing countries.

This tactic proved successful in 
the auction. Note that, as the cards 
lie, East-West can make three 
spades, yet neither of them could 
veature into the auction with aay 
degree of safety. 

To compound the indignity, 
clever play by Snow resulted in his 
making the contract rather than 
going down one. West was reluctant 
. to lead away from any of his honors, 
so he chosv the six of diamonds as 
his opening salvo. Instead of nuking 
the routine play of dummy's jack, 
and without a moment's hetitatioo, 
declarer won the ace as East echoed 
with the eight! 

Now declarer ran the Jack of 
hearts to West's king. West 
reverted to a diamond, and declarer 
wfts borne with three diamond 
tricks and four hearts. 

To appreciate the beauty of 
declarer's play at trick one. you 
must realize that, if the h^l 
finesse had succeeded, declarer 
needed only two diamond tricks.
